PAUTOMOBILE SALES 


GAIN 80 PER CENT

cent more automobiles in the first

In, June alone, 24,046 cars were fi-

FEED SHORTAGES io ‘ 


Feed shortage again faces certain areas which this 
paper serves. This shortage may develop more accutely as the sea- 
son progresses, or it may be relieved by rains. But the proba- 
bilities are that feed will be scarce. “ 

The time for the Government to signalize its awareness 
of conditions is now. The stalling and buck-passing which dragg- 
ed along into the fall last year should not be repeated. There are 
reports that already farmers are disposing of milch cows and hogs 
at a sacrifice. They should have some protection in retaining 
foundation stock or at least be protected in their marketing. 


There are indications that Ottawa is awakening to the 
seriousness of Western farm conditions. The federal deputy min- 
ister of agriculture recently toured this country from Grande Prairie 
to the boundary. Hon. James Gardiner has been in the .west, ob- 
serving the steady decline of prospects, and has now left for his Ot- 
tawa office as head of the department of agriculture. ‘It is report- 
ed that Prime Minister Mackenzie King is coming west to see for 
himself, and even Baron Tweedsmuir, Governor General of Can- 
ada, was elected to include drought areas in his western tour. 


This indication of concern is something and the aggre- 
gate of observation may work out some methodical program. early 
in the season that will relieve the farmers affected of unnecessary 
strain, and of sacrifice sales. 


Any plan for the alleviation of the situation should be 
announced speedily, | The strain of anxiety falling upon individu- 
als is too great, if sanity,is to be preserved. The governments, 
both provincial arid federal, carry the responsibility for reassuring 
people, for preserving their physical and mental soundness, as well 
as preserving stock, 

The unnecessary delay of last year in deciding what 
were and what were not drought areas, in haggling over details of 
assistance, were almost unendurable. — If all this red tape and 
multiplicity of inspectors and oaths were to be repeated this year, 
it would be unendurable. 

Human stamina has a breaking point. and many sorely 
tired and deserving people are near that breaking. point. It is un- 
fortunate that governments are so prone to harass the distressed 
taxpayer unnecessarily. After reducing victims to despair, they 
eventually come through with concessions which might have been 
granted m1 more cheaply at the outset.

In one 
sense this is true but it depends entire 
ly on the way it is served, If it fs 
taken in place of other beverages 
which have no ‘food value, the mille 
adds extra nourishment to the meat, 
On the other. hand; ff used in place 
of foods haying higher caloric value 
it will tend to decrease weight. In 
reducing diets, it is important as it 
contributes — more ‘to body health 
than any other food, At the same 
time, taking milk in addition to, the 
regular meals is recommended for 
‘hose wishing to gain wetght. 

Very often the complaint is made 
that milk is. constipating, This 
idea is, no doubt due to the nature of 
‘his food, It is true that milk con- 
ains cellulose and that the solids 
ire well absorbed by the — body. 
Howeever, milk is not the only food 
in normal diet, and well balanced 
neals will provide sufficient rough- 
ge to stimulate the digestive tract. 

Anoher Impression that has been 
very evident during the past. few 
vears is that milk is expensive, The 
‘act that it is in fluid form is respon- 
sible for .this belief, but {t should 
be kept in mind that milk contains 
more healthful essentials than, any 
other single food, 

The opinion is. sometimes expres- 
sed that the process of pasteurization 
has a deteriorating effect on its nu- 
ritive value, Extensive experiments 
have proven that the destruction of 
vitamin C ard the slight loss — in 
salcium is negligible to the, benefits 
derived in assuring a safe milk sup- 
ply. By destroying disease germs 
which might be present, in the milk, 
pasteurization removes the danger 
f milk-borne infections being trans- 
mitted to; human beings, 

Boiled milk is considered by some 
© be indigestible, and inferior to 
‘resh milk n food value, In reality 
‘he curd in the milk is softened 
through heating. This, together 
with the fact that boiled milk is safe 
is the reasoh why some physicians 
recommend its use for infant feed- 
ing, 

It is he exception thut proves the

the space at our disposal. 

We know that in the ‘case of: prac- 
tically all the diseases, excluding 
those spread by water, milk and food 
the communicable diseases are spread 
from person to person directly and 
not through inanimate objects. The 
germs of disease are carried by the 
droplets expelled by coughing, sneez- 
Yhg, spittitne and loud talking. The 
spread of infection is accounted for 
by the taking in of these droplets by a 
second person, 

Communicable diseases. cannot. be 
controlled by fumigation, by the ster- 
lization of the air and of inanimate 
things.

Preserves, Jams and Jellies 
RASPBERRY JAM— 


Clean the fruit and mash fn a sauce 
pan. Heat gradually to the boiling 
point and add an equal quantity of 
sugar, previously heated. Cook 45 
minutes, Pour into sterilized jars. 

Blackberries, gooseberries and 
other small fruits may be used in a 
similar manner. 

PINEAPPLE JELLY— 

1 cup canned pineapple juice 

1¥, tablespoons lemon juice 

114 cups granulated sugar 

Y Bnvelope Pure Fruit Pectin 

Dissolve the pure fruit pectin pow- 
der in the fruit juice, boil 2 minutes, 
stirring constantly. Add the sugar 
and cook from 2 to 4 minutes accord- 
ing to the desired thickness. Pour 
into glasses which have been put 
through boiling water. Cover im- 
mediately with melted paraffin. Seal 
a second time with melted parrafin 
before cooling. 

All fruit juices, fresh or canned, 
may be used in the same manner. It 

is easy to make 5 or 6 glasses of 
jelly with a pint bottle of grape juice 
at a few minutes notice. You can 
also make raspberry, cherry, wild 
blackberry or plum jelly with fresh 
or canned fruit by these simple means 
and with the assurance of success. 


TOMATO JAM— 


Use only nice tomatoes—firm and 
fairly ripe. Remove the skin and 
most of the seeds, then weigh. Take 


the same weight of sugar which should 
xe melted in a little water. Boil melt- 
ed sugar for ¢ of an hour and add 
the tomatoes, Cook slowly for about 
2 hours, stirring often to prevent 
burning. Half an hour before the 
end of the boiling, add a drop of 
Vanilla, Pour into glass jars and 
cover two days later. This makes a 
rare and delicious jam. 
STRAWBERRY PRESERVE— 

For each quart of berries add a 
cup of sugar, 3 tablespoons of water, 
Let stand over night, Next morning 
bring it back to tne boiling point. 
While hot, pour into sterilized jars. 
Seal immediately, This method pre- 
vents the frult from rising to the sur- 
face,

CANNBD RHUBARB— 

Wash and cut the rhubarb into one- 
inch pieces. Fill the sterilized jars 
as full as possible. Fil! ‘with cold 
water,.. Seal immediately. This is a 
very simple method which preserves 
the freshness of the rhubarb.
